Ingredients; 


1 lb. currants 
1 lb. sultanas 
8 oz. raisins 
4 oz. glacS cherries 
4 oz. shelled almonds 
6 oz. mixed peel 
Lemon juice 


10 oz. caster sugar 
10 oz. butter or margarine 
12 oz. flour 
6-8 eggs 

2 teaspoons mixed spice 
Grated rind of one lemon 
Pinch of salt 


A little milk 


Clean all fruit thoroughly and dry. Chop the cherries, 
peel and almonds. Slightly warm fat and cream with 
sugar until fight and soft. Break the eggs separately into 
a basin and add one by one to the mixture beating in 
each egg thoroughly. Sieve dry ingredients into a bowl 
and add fruit and lemon rind. Gradually fold into 
creamed mixture. Continue adding dry ingredients 
adding a little milk
